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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims remain rejected as set forth in the final 
rejection mailed on February 27, 2008. As stated in the final rejection, Dearnaley et al. (US 4,465,524) may not expressly teach the 
advantage of hydrogen absorption resistance. However, hydrogen absorption would necessarily be an inherent property of an alloy derived 
from the combination of the prior art, as explained in the Office action. Furthermore, the fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would have otherwise 
been obvious. Additionally, the doped surface layer of aluminum atoms in titanium metal or alloys of titanium signifies that the aluminum is 
concentrated in the surface of the alloy (Dearnaley et al., US 4,465,524). 
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
